Agriculture 1* 
the largest single Item, and the 
western provinces come first In the 
highest per capita weaHh of any 
part of the Dominion. 


Alberta stands second among the 
provinces of the Dominion in its per 
capita national wealth being ex¬ 
ceeded in this respect only by British 
Columbia, according to figures just 
ssued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. As regards tho provin- 
Mal distribution of wealth, Ontario 
•'anks first with an estimated agri- 
''ultural wealth of $9,130,189000 and 
Quebec seccond with an estimated 
wealth of $6658108000.

A FEW TIMELY HINTS 


Acreage n'ady for 1929 crop in Al¬ 
berta amounts to 3.652.590 acres ac¬ 
cording to the report Issued during 
the past week by the Dominion Bu¬ 
reau of statistics. This includes 
2.732 599 acres of summcrfallow and 
850 000 acres of new breaking. As 
compared w\Jh the previous year, 
these figures show an increase of 
100000 acres of new breaking and a 
decrease of 112.274 acres of summer- 
fallow. It Is estimated however 
that the amount of fall plowing done 
in 1928 considerablv exceeds that of 
1927 so that on the whole, Alberta will 
this year have in readiness for crop 
the largest acreage of any year in its

tionally he sceinod incapable of 
thinking on an international plane. 

While the new' president Is also 
bound by party conslderatlon.s It Is 
believed that by every means In his 
ix>wer he will strive to represent that 
sizable minority In his country who 
fervently advocate closer co-opera- 
tlon with the Iv<‘nguc In maintaining 
world security.
